Terminus dam, on the Kaweah. 
The plan for upstream flood 
control structures in the Tule 
river watershed, including loca- 
tion, specifications and estimated 
costs, was prepared by Harry 
Barnes, licensed civil engineers, 
of Madera; a physical survey and 
verification of Mr. Barnes’ work 
was made by Gerald Shawl, a li- 
censed civil engineer, of Corcoran. 


Cost of the five proposed up- 
stream dams — all of reinforced 
concrete construction — is, esti- 
mated at $13,450,000, compared 
to $13,900,000 for Success dam; 
storage capacity of the five dams 
would be 65,200 acre feet, com- 
pared to 75,000 acre feet back of 
Success dam; the five upstream 
dams would cover 1,042 acres, of 
which 650 acres would be private 
lands used for pasture and graz- 
ing, and.892 acres of public lands 
in the Sequoia Nationa] forest 
and the Tule River Indian reser- 
vation, compared to 3,000 acres of 
private land that would be used 
back of Success dam, including 35 
acres in orchard; 1,910 in agricul- 
tural use and 1,055 for grazing. 


As planned by the engineers, 
one dam would be located on Bear 
creek, below Rancheria fork, with 
a capacity of 11,500 acre feet; 
it would flood 180 acres, would be 
160 feet high and 800 feet long; 
gost estimate, $2,480,000. 

North Tule site has a dam be- 
low Bear creek fork with a capa- 
city of 16,000 acre feet; 250 acres 
would be flooded; dam would be 
170 feet high and 1,200 feet long; 
estimated cost, $3,890,000. 


Middle Tule dam, between Cof- 
fee and Long Canyons, would have 
a capacity of 5,500 acre feet; it 
would flood 85 acres; it would be 
170 feet high and.1,000 feet long; 
estimated cost, $2,800,000. 

South Tule dam, just below the 
Indian reservation boundary, 
would have a capacity of 10,600 
acre feet; it would flood 220 
acres; the dam would be 130 feet 
high and 1,500 feet long; cost es- 
timate is $2,990,000. 

Indian Reservation dam, located 
just inside the reservation. would 
have a capacity of 21,600 acre feet 
and would flood 307 acres; dam 
would be 110 feet high and 780 
feet long; earianted cost is $1,- 
290,000. 

The engineers’ report states 
that all structures would have 10- 
foot freeboard above normal sgtor- 
age level, with allowance of five 
feet of depth for spillway. 

Four of the sites were designat- 
ed as storage sites by the U.S. 
corps of engineers on a map sent 
to Mr. Barnes by the engineers, it 
was stated by Mr. Gordon, who 
said in Washington, 
“Thus, despite claims to the con- 
trary, the Corps does recognize 
the existance of feasable upstream 
sites.”’ 

In the engineers’ report, cost of 
land for the five upstream dams 
was estimated at $58,600 for 650 
acres at $90 per acre, with Mr. 
Gordon stating that same basis 
of estimating land value was used 
as that used by the corps of en- 
gineers. He said it is assumed 
there would be no charge for pub- 
lic lands. 

Estimated land cost for Success 
dam, he said, is $1,022,400.

I had to cancel my 
last fight on account of a cold and 
Iam still waiting for a title shot” 
said Andrade. 


According to popular belief An- 
drade is not a knockout fighter 
but ‘‘Cisco’s’” record shows that 
almost half of the 34 wins have 
come from KO’s or TKO’s. One 
reason for this is that he cuts his 
opponents with his sharp punch- 
ing. 

Andrade became interested in 
fighting through his older broth- 
er, Ray, who was a pretty fair 
fighter in his own right, but never 
reached the heights that Cisco has 
reached. As a boy Andrade would 
follow his older brother to the 
gym to watch the workouts and 
wound up by winning the Califor- 
nia golden gloves title and then 
becoming one of the top light- 
weights in the nation, and the 
world.

Mr. Sepeda states that animal 
analysis has been used by purebred 
cattle breeders for about six years, 
particularly in the middle west 
and east. Use of the system in 
grade dairy herds is a new de- 
velopment, he states. 


As explained by Mr. Sepeda, the 
analysis starts by recognizing that 
all cows are different. In the an- 
alysis, cows are placed in one of 
eight categories, based on ‘‘round”’ | 
or “‘sharp’”’ characteristics of the 
individual animal, with front 
quarters, udder and rear quarters 
considered, ’ 

Bulls are also classified into 
eight categories, then ‘‘opposites’’ 
are bred in order to strengthen 
the physical structure of the heifer 
g0 that they have a greater ca- 
pacity to produce. 

Mr. Sepeda states that the ani- 
mal analysis system is ‘‘another | 
tool for the improvement of cat-! 
tle’. As a dairyman himself, Mr. 
Sepeda believes that the system 
has considerable value to the 
dairyman as a means of improving 
his herd.

The Rule River Soil Conservation 
district directors believe, however, 
that there should be a more com- 
prehensive plan for overall flood 
control and protection throughout 
the entire watershed area. 


“The Tule River district direc- 
tors do not believe in any plan 
which is designed to protect the 
lower areas exclusively, and 
makes no provision whatsoever 
for the protection of the upper 
areas. The residents of the upper

“The Corps of Army Engineers 
has recently concurred in the 
opinion of the Tule River district 
that.a series of structures could 
provide more complete flood con- 
trol. over a wider area than will 
be possible with the single struc- 
ture presently planned. 

“The Corps now recognizes ‘the 
existence of eight possible reser- 
voir sites in the upper watershed 
area and’ has stated that it will 
survey and study these sites and 
others, if provided the funds to do 
so. The Tule River district be- 
lieves that a series of up-stream 
structures could provide adequate 
flood control for the entire water- 
shed, and that an immediate up- 
stream analysis is therefore war- 
ranted.” 

Mr. Gordon then told of the 
watershed program under Public 
Law 566, a program; the soil con- 
servation district is entering into. 
“This program’, he said, ‘‘when 
put into effect, could provide an 
appreciable measure of flood con- 
trol on the main river through 
numerous small structures and di- 
versions‘on the tributary streams 
of the Tule river ... The Tule 


at the same time that the 566 pro- 
gram is only a partial answer to 
flood control and that large struc- 
tures on the main forks of the 
river could definitely be necessary 
for overall protection.”’ 

In further testimony, Mr. Gor- 
don said, ‘‘The California State 
Division of Water Resources has| 
stated that it would be of advan- 
tage if all claims by water users 
on the entire watershed could be 
studied and settled before con- 
struction is begun on any struc- 
ture. Such a settlement prior to 
the inauguration of any program 
of construction would eliminate 
the possibility of years of expen- 
sive legal controversy between the 
water users of the Tule river, and 
would definitely be to the advan- 
tage of all parties concerned. 

“In this regard, the Tule River 
district is presently working with 
the State Division of Water Re- 
sources in an‘effort to get all the 
upstream claims before the divi- 
sion at an early date so that par- 
tial resolution of this very im- 
portant problem may be reached 
in the near future.” 

Mr. Gordon said that the Tule 
River Soil Conservation district 
is opposed to the immediate con- 
struction of any flood control 
structure on the Tule river, “and 
will be so opposed until a com- 
prehensive investigation has been 
made of the possibilities of flood 
storage on the upper reaches of 
the Tule river. 


“In regard to the proposed Suc- 
cess Dam, far too many questions 
of vital importance remain un- 
answered. As far as the merits of 
a substitute upstream method of 
flood control are concerned, it is 
our view that a complete survey 
and study should be immediately 
undertaken by the Corps of En- 
gineers and other cooperating 
agencies before any final conclu- 
sions are drawn concerning the 
most economical and comprehen- 
sive method of controlling floods 
on the Tule river.
